OBITUARY.

—— e
Baren Joweph Eotvos.

The recent death of Buron Joseph Hotvos, &
eelebrated Hungarian literary man, s annonnced
in the latest foreign journals, He wrote & num-
ber of comedies, tragedies, and other works,
prominent among which were “The Carthu-
elan,” “'"The Village Notary,” and “Hupgary in
1514."" He also published a number of treatises
on “Reform,” *“Pauperiam in Ireland,” “The
Influence of Modern Ideas on Government and
Boclely,” and kindrel subjects. In the early
dnys of the strugele for Hungarian Indepen-
dence ke wasa fellow-worker with Kossuth and
was always a conslatent and moderate liberal.
He was Minister of PuJlic Instruction both in
1848 and 1867, and the latler year he also was
Minister of Public Worship. He was a frequent
coptributor to the newspapers aund was an
ardent advoeate for a free press, His death was
eincerely mourned both in Buada-Pesth and
Vienna.

M. Brassav,

Mr. Brassey, an Buglish rallway magnate,
recenily died in London, and it Is said that the
fortuve he bequeathed was the largest which
ever passed the Probate Court of London. M,
Brasscy made bls money by contracts, and he
was connected with most of the important rafl-
way enterprises of England. His fortune is
belleved to have exceeded #40,000,000 in Ame-
rican currency.

THE BRITISH ARMY.

- ——

The Movement Townrdas Abellshing the Pur-
chnse Myntem— Kaposition of the Oid Abuse,

Mr. Trevelyan, member of Parllament, has
Intely occupled a prominent place among the
amateur reformers of the British military ser-
vice, nnd s also foremost among those who
epenk “‘right out.” The firet ingredient in the
panacea he proposes for the relief of British
preetige is the removal of the Duke of Cam-
bridge, commander-in-chief. The necessity of
that slep appears to be generally felt in Eng-
land. Mr, Trevelyan In a receni specch at-
tacked him for his defense of the purchase sys-
tem, and gave the following vigorous exposition
of the working of that eystem:—

‘“In the Prussian army of 600,000 men the oMcers
were 18,600; but in the Eng.ish army, the nnmoer
of which they had heard 8o often iately thit proba-
bly they were sick of It, there were only 26430
oflcers less, The cause of this was the grogs tneill-
clency of the purchase officers. After referriog to
the excesglve nomber of oficers In the Eagilish
army us compared with thoge In foreign armies,
Mr, Trevelyan sald that the great cacse of expense
Was not the suws pald to oMcers serving, but the

sums that had to be pald to villcers 10 compensnte
them for the losses they underwent by the purchese
system, The number  of onlcers who

were ungble to sel] out, and of
those who dled and whose widows were conse-
quently thrown upon the world, was 80 great that
for the two hundred years the system had lasted, a
reat gystem of compensation for losges by purchase
ad started up under the name of half-pay, widows'
peusions, payments to generals and honorary colo-
nels, aud payments for distinguished services, No
less than £588,000 a year was paid In half-pay, and
the principal use of that was to euable mea to be
romoted who could not afford the purohuse, and to
rat:l;nate the system of purchase aud compensate
or it
“Intpe Indian army there was no purchase, and
out of 7000 olcers only 404 were on hall-pay: but out
o0f our 10,000 oMeers there were (n one year 2501 on
hall pay. That was to say, those were the men
who were ruined through the purchase system and
baid to be provided for.  We paid £78 000 to generals
whether they were employed or not, and we were
obliged to have a greéeat number—no less than 294,
though only 42 were actively employed, We pald
£164,500 a year In hoonorary colonelcies, and the
mouey was sald to be for pengions, but It Was really
obe, A few got money whoought to have pensloas,
ut the majority got it by favor,

““The truth was, that 4 slnecare post was not the
woV topay aman, What they ought to do was to
fx yhe nnmber of officers al the number that was
wanted, 1o pay them fully for thelr services, and
when toey had served & certaln time to pay them a
pension (0 proportion 1o the time served, and to
their incon®. 0 WHIOWS £165,000 & year was pald,
and in muny Ccases it was a very proper thiog; but
in other cagep, ihe ladies were the widows of mea
well oif, For dustingnished services £37,000 a year
was paid; but it ywes not all paid, as it should be,
to old and meritorivus oficers, bat to men having
influence Jand connuctions,  £40,000 & year was
paid to army sgents—tu@ bankers ol the army—for
whom there was po nececsity, They were In grea
favor at the Horse Guarda, And up to quite recantly
it wus thought as much as the positiou of a cablnet
minister was worth 1o say any'hiog agalnst those
agents, They were men who, wo'en called to give
evidence belore commissioners Appoioted to exe
pine into srmy matters, had—as I they were
thieves glving evidence against eaoh efiier—io have
it stipnlated that what they sald would not be used
agalust them, Of the £40,000, £30,000 w20t to one
firm. The system was & dirty one, and it w.'s a bio
apd a disgrace to a Liveral Parilament t have

been ten years under the guoldance of &
Liberal Government without having dene
away Wwith it. After remarking that thy

people should see that the militia was properly
omMcered by responsible military officers, aod tuat
the troops proyvided shoald be real troops oMoered
by real officers, Mr, Trevelyan sald two principal
points to be insisted on ‘were abolition of the por.
chase eystem and of the Horse Guards, Heferriog
to the recent statement made at Manchester by
Lord Derby, to the efect that the Royal famlly had
only two or three military poscs open to thew, and
that it was very doubtful wnether those postd wouald
long rémuain open to them, Mr, Trevelyan sald he
wondered his lordship's remarks had not been taken
petice of in high guarters."
